Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded. 

On 8th September 1964, Shri Sewa Singh, Sub-Inspector of 
Police, was on guard duty at a petrol depot in the Rajouri 
area of Jammu Sc Kashmir. A motor vehicle, while nego- 
tiating a sharp slope, lurched and struck a petrol barrel 
which caught flro. The fire immediately spread to the other 
petrol containers, which started bursting and exploding In all 
directions. On hearing the alarm, Sub-Inspector Sewa Singh, 
along with two constables, rushed to the spot and started 
extinguishing the fire. With great difficulty he managed to 
bring the fire under control and thus saved the petrol stock 
from total destruction. In doing so, Sub-Inspector Sewa 
Singh sustained serious burns on his body and was hospitalised 
for two months. 

Shrl Sewa Singh exhibited conspicuous gallantry and devo- 
tion to duty in disregard of his personal safety. 

2. This award is made for gallantry under rule 4(1) of the 
rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse- 
quently carries with it the special allowance admissible under 
rule 5, with effect from the 8th September 1964.

RULES 

New Delhi, the 9th July 1966 

No. 5/39/66-CS(/),— The rules for a limited departmental 
competitive examination for inclusion in the Select List for 
the Section Officers’ Grade of the Central Secretariat Service 
to be held by the Union Public Service Commission in 
December 1966 are published for general information. 

2. Tile examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in the Appendix 
to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which tho examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

3. Any permanent ir regularly appointed temporary officer 
if the Assistants’ Grade of the Central Secretariat Service or 
of Qrade II of the Central Secretariat Stenographers Service, 
who on the 1st July 1966 satisfies the following conditions, 
shall be eligible to Ippear at the examination : — 


( 1 ) Length of service ; — He should have rendered a con- 
tinuous service of not less than five years and not more than 
ten years in any one or, as the case may be more than one, of 
the following posts, namely. — 

(i) Assistant (C.S.S,), 

(ii) Stenographer (C.S.S.S.), Glade U, 

(tiij Stenographer (C.S.S.S.), Grade HI, 

(iv) any other post, under the Central Government 
or a State Government, the mini mum and the 
maximum of the scale of pay of which were 
not less than rupees 160 and rupees 450 res- 
pectively in the case of a post held prior to 1st 
July 1959 and rupees 210 and rupees 530 res- 
pectively in the case of a post held on or after 
1st July 1959. 

(2) Age, — He should not be more than 40 years of age, 
i.e. be must not have been born cm tier than 1st July 1926 ; 

Provided that the upper age limit may be relaxed in respect 
of the following categories of persons 

(i) Up to a maximum of five years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe. 

(ii) Up to a maximum of throe years if a candidate 
is a resident of the Union Territory of Pondicherry 
and has received education through the medium of 
French, at some stage. 

(tii) Up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman 
and Diu. 

f iv) Up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda, or the United Republic of Tanzania (for- 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar). 

(v) Up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a 
disabled person from the Defence Services. 

(vi) Up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a disabled person from the Defence 
Services. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMIT PRES- 
CRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

(3) Attempts at the examination: — He should not have 
already competed more than twice at the examinations held 
after the 1st January 1963. 

Note 1. — A candidate shall be deemed to havo competed 
at the examination if he actually appears in any one or moro 
subjects. 

Note 2.— Assistants /Stenographers who are on deputation 
to ex-cadre posts with the approval of the competent autho- 
rity will be eligible to be admitted to the examination, if 
otherwise eligible. 

This, however, does not apply to an Assistant/Stenographer 
who has been appointed to an ex-cadre post or to another 
Service on "transfer”, even if he continues to have a lien in 
the Assistants’/Stenograpbers’ Grade, as the case may be, for 
the time being. 

Note 3.— Assistants of the Central Secretariat Service 
and Stenographers of the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ 
service who have opted for appointment to the I.F.S.(B) and 
have been appointed to any grade of that Service in pursuance 
of such option shall not be eligible for admission to the 
examination. 

Note 4, — In the case of a Scheduled Caste Assistant given 
ad hoc promotion with the benefit of “deemed” date of pro- 
motion during tbe period 14th April, 1952 to the 30th April, 
1954, his actual date of promotion as Assistant will be taken 
into consideration for computing the length of service In the 
Assistants’ Grade for the purpose of the above rule. 

4. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

5. No candidate will be admitted to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission. 

6. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated 
document or documents which have been tampered with or 
of making statements which are incorrect Or false or of 
suppressing material information or otherwise resorting to 
any other irregular or improper means for obtaining admis- 
sion to the examination, or of using or attempting to use 
unfair means in the examination hall or of misbehaviour in 
the examination hall, may, in addition to rendering himself 
liable to criminal prosecution,— 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period 
by the Commission, from admission to any exami- 
nation or appearance at any interview held by the 
Commission for selection of candidates; and 
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(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appro- 
priate rules. 

7. Any attempt on the pan of a candidate to obtain 
support for his Candida tme by any means may disqualify him 
for admission to the examination. 

8. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Auncitirc I 
to the Commission's Notice. No claim for a refund of the 
tec will be entertained except to the extent stated in that 
Annexure, nor can the fee be held in reserve for any other 
examination or selection. 

9. After the examination, candidates will be arranged by the 
Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the aggre- 
gate marks finally awarded to each candidate; and in that 
order so many candidates as are found by the Commission in 
their discretion to be qualified by the examination shall be 
recommended for inclusion in the Select List of the Section 
Officers’ Grade up to the required number. 

Note 1. — Candidates should clearly understand that this is 
a competitive and not a qualifying examination. The number 
of persons to be included in the Select List for the Section 
Officers' Grade on the results of the examination is entirely 
within the competence of Government to decide. No candi- 
date will therefore, have any claim for inclusion in the 
Select List on the basis of his performance in this examina- 
tion, as a matter of right. 

Note 2.— The form and manner of communication of the 
result of the examination to individual candidates shall be 
decided by the Commission in their discretion and the Com- 
mission will not enter into correspondence with them regard- 
ing the result. 

10. Success in the examination confers no right to selection 
unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as may be 
considered necessary, that the candidate is eligible and suit- 
able in all respects for selection : 

Provided that the decision as to ineligibility for selection 
in the case of any candidate recommended for selection by 
the Commission shall be taken in consultation with the Com- 
sion. 


8. Deduction up to 5 per cent of the maximum marks in 
the written subjects will be made for illegible handwriting. 

9. Credit will be given for orderly, effective and exact ex- 
pression, combined with due economy of words in an subjects 
of tho examination.
